Shoe costing 60 points will be reduced to 45; those costing 30 
points will be reduced, to 25. Children’s sandals will bu reduced 
from 10 to 5 points; sandals for adults and boys, from 15 to 5 points. 
Athletic shoes are reduced frcm 10 to 5 points, children’s athletic 
shoes free. 5 to 2 points, while children’s outdoor shoes are reduced 
tram. 20 to 15 points. 

In addition, 30 points from the back <vf the slothing ration book 
may be nsed, for all types of footwear. These were originally released 
only for the purchase '' winter shoes, but a week ago were also extended 
to ready -eade clothing.
